Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

We  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  our  Report  upon  the  health  and 
sanitary  condition  of  the  City  during  the  year  1946. 

This  year  sav?  the  retirement  of  Dr.  C.  H.  Green’wood  'who  had  been 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  since  1927.  The  greatly  improved  sanitary 
conditions  of  the  City  and  the  clearance  of  many  unsavoury  dwellings  w'-ere 
in  large  measure  due  to  his  efforts.  He  was  tireless  in  his  work  for  Civil 
Defence  during  the  war.  His  love  for  the  City  of  Ripon  and  its  surroundings 
was — and  indeed  still  is — well-known  and  as  a  colleague  whose  help  and 
advice  was  always  available,  he  was  faultless.  We  wish  him  a  long  and 
happy  retirement. 

Dr.  R.  M.  H.  Anning  was  appointed  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  October, 
1946. 

The  Report  is  set  out  as  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  in  the 
following  sections  : — 
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A  detailed  index  is  provided  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

The  figures  again  indicate  that  the  general  health  of  the  City  was 
reasonably  good. 

The  question  of  housing  takes  precedence  in  causing  unhappiness  and 
physical  and  social  ill-effects  amongst  the  citizens.  These  difficulties  have 
increased  during  the  year  1946  as  the  demand  for  houses  is  progressively 
greater  than  the  supply.

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Comments  on  the  Vital  Statistics  ; 

The  Birth  Rate  of  21  per  1,000  population  is  the  second  highest  during 
the  past  25  years  and  in  numbers  is  25  above  the  average. 

The  Maternal  Death  Rate  is  high.  There  have  been  3  deaths  giving  a 
rate  of  10.05  per  1,000  total  (live  and  still)  births.  This  compares  with  the 
10  years  average  of  2.77  and  0.31  for  England  and  Wales. 

Deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age  show  a  decrease  and  the  rate  of 
36.00  per  1,000  live  births  is  well  below  the  10  year  average  of  46.57  and 
below  the  figure  of  43.00  for  England  and  Wales.

It  will  be  noted  that  although  the  number  of  patients  were  slightly  few-er 
in  1946,  the  total  mileage  and  hours  were  both  increased.  This  is  due  to  the 
growing  tendency  to  send  patients  to  the  larger  hospitals  in  Harrogate  and 
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Leeds.  Furthermore,  the  number  of  hours  shown  are  those  actually  spent 
in  transport  of  patients  and  bear  no  relation  to  the  vast  amount  of  time  spent 
in  administration,  F.A.  practise,  public  duties  and  above  all,  telephone  and 
stand-by  duty,  which  covers  24  hrs.  every  day. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.

Little  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during  the  year  with  conditions 
on  sites  used  by  residents  in  caravans.  The  experience  gained  by  the 
occupiers  of  our  actions  in  the  past  few  years  has  resulted  in  them  now  pro¬ 
viding  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  and  in  keeping  the  sites  cleaner. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  several  justifiable  complaints  were  received  of  excessive 
smoke  from  certain  factory  chimneys.  On  investigation,  the  cause  was 
stated  to  be  poor  quality  of  fuel  and  ,in  the  case  of  laundries,  intermittent 
call  for  steam  due  to  the  varying  processes. 

It  is  not  desirable  for  excessive  smoke  to  be  produced,  and  efforts  will  be 
made  to  meet  the  complaints.  The  principal  difficulty  is  in  the  obtaining  of 
new  equipment. 

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

The  water  in  the  Spa  swimming  bath  is  subject  to  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination,  the  water  being  changed  approximately  4-hourly. 

Four  samples  of  the  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination. 
The  second  sample  was  unsatisfactory.  The  first,  third  and  fourth  were 
satisfactory.
